FACKLER, Ala. (®—A freight 
train knifed through a rural school 
bus Monday, spilling screaming 
children alongside the track and 
killing four of them. Eight others 
and the bus driver were seriously 
injured. 


“The brakes gave out,” said the 
driver, Charlie Beavers, 50, at a

The train, traveling about 55

Soviet Asks 


U.S. to Cut 
Army, Too 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Russia 
formally urged the United States 
Monday to take ‘‘practical steps” 
toward cutting its armed forces 
to create a “favorable atmos- 
phere” for this spring’s Geneva 
disarmament negotiations. 


Soviet Ambassador Mikhail 
Menshikov handed Secretary of 
State Herter a note containing the 
text of a resolution adopted last 
week by the Supreme Soviet. It 
approved Premier Khushchev’s 
plan to cut Russia’s military man- 
power by one-third and appealed 
to other major powers to follow 
suit. 


Menshikov told reporters after 
his 20-minute session with Herter 
that they would have to ask the 
American government how it felt 
about the Russian appeal. He de- 
clined to say whether Herter had 
expressed any reaction. 


The ambassador also gave re- 
porters a text of the already-pub- 
lished Soviet appeal. He called 
attention to the section urging 
other countries to reduce their 
military forces to “help to create 
an atmosphere of confidence and 
promote the success of the forth- 
coming negotiations.” 


Menshikov described the Rus- 
sian appeal as one “‘of supreme 
importance to all nations and to 
all the peoples of the world.” 


The United States reacted to the 
Soviet resolution shortly after it 
was passed last week by challeng- 
ing. Khrushchev to back up his 
words with deeds. 


The State department said that 
if he were sincere he would agree 
quickly to the establishment of 
cheat-proof inspection and contro] 
procedures so the free world could 
be sure Soviet forces really would 
be cut from 3,600,000 to 2,400,000. 


The Western Allies probably will 
renew their challenge when the 
Geneva disarmament talks begin 
March 15.

Asked of Senators 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Civil Rights Commission urged 
Congress Monday to approve its 
plan for appointment of federal 
registrars to guarantee the rights 
of Negroes and other would-be 
voters. 


Vice Chairman Robert G. Stor- 
ey also told the Senate Rules Com- 
mittee that Congress might want 
to consider “appropriate  sanc- 
tions’’ to make sure that regis- 
tered voters are permitted to cast 
votes and have them counted. 


Under the commission's reg- 
istrar plan, the President would 
be authorized to name federal of- 
ficials to register prospective vot- 
ers who had been kept off local 
voting lists through discrimina- 
tion.

He also defended the constitu- 
tionality of the federal registrar 
plan. Sen. Russell (D-Ga), top 
strategist for Southern Demo- 
crats, said before the hearing that 
he doubted ‘‘even the present Su- 
preme Court” would hold the 
plan constitutional. 


President Eisenhower told his 
news conference last week that 
he didn’t know whether it was 
constitutional. He said it was ad-

Keating (R-NY) 
said the plan “in no way offends 
the Constitution.” He called for 
quick action by the rules commit-

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Ike’s New Budget — 
Based on Prosperity 


‘President Eisenhower submitted an 
optimistic budget message to Congress 
yesterday in which he holds federal 
spending to a figure only slightly less than 
80 billion dollars. Total spending would 
be increased from this year’s $78,400,- 

‘ 000,000 to $79,800,000,000 with most in- 
creases coming in the nation’s space and 
research programs. 


The President not only envisages a 
balanced budget but predicts a budget 
surplus of $4,184,000,000 in the coming 
year—the largest in 13 years. He proposes 
that this surplus be used to retire some 
of the national debt, certainly a desirable 
objective. 

In asking that no tax cuts be offered 
this year, the President pointed out that 
the program he is presenting—including 
the budget surplus—depends upon a rec- 
ord year in the nation’s economy in busi- 
ness and personal income. During such a 
period is the time to begin paying off 
the national debt as a weapon against in- 
flation and for the country’s financial 
stability and integrity of our currency. 

Admittedly this again is an “iffy” 
budget. He asks for postal rate increases 
and an additional half-a-cent a gallon 
boost in gasoline taxes to finance the fed- 
eral-aid highway program. oes 

Biggest item in the budget again is na- 
tional defense, which the President pro- 
poses to hold to the present spending 
figure of about 41 billion dollars. But in 
the field of space research and develop- 
ment, spending would be almost doubled. 
National security programs will take 57.1 
cents of every budget dollar. And as he 
pointed out, the times in which we live 
and continuation of the cold war leave 
us no alternative. 

Whether the increases in scientific 
research and space technology are suffi- 
cient to meet the continued Russian 
challenge is a matter for debate. But the 
fact that vast new outlays are planned is 
encouraging as is the prospect that the 
United States may be ready to orbit a 
man into space by 1961. This must be 
considered, however, in light of the fact 
that the Soviet Union may achieve that 
goal this year. 

The stepped-up program for the Sat- 
urn rocket as well as increases in basic 
research will be well received. 

It is obvious that more and more em- 
phasis is being placed upon development 
of missiles and rockets every year. These 
programs will be more and more expen- 
sive as we go into production of ICBMs 
and other missiles. 

The President again warned Congress 
not to go on a spending binge at this 
session. That there will be attempts is 
certain during this election year but as 
he demonstrated last year, the Presi- 
dent will not hesitate to use his veto pre- 
rogative. 

We hope the optimistic view of the 
national economy does sustain the hope 
for a balanced budget and a surplus. It’s 
certainly time we began to do something 
about reducing the national debt.

Can’t We Stamp Out 
This Marriage Racket? 


Sen. Charles Smith of St. Marys is a 
man who by position of residence is quali- 
fied to know the loopholes in the state’s 
present marriage laws. 

Sen. Smith lives in the border county 
of Camden where abuses of the current 
statute have been flagrant. Dozens of 
eager brides-to-be have testified to preg- 
nancy even when they were not because 
the law exempts pregnant girls from the 
three-day waiting period required other- 
wise. 

The senator from southeast Georgia 
wants a law which requires a three-day 
wait for all marriage license applicants. 
regardless of age and state of expec- 
tancy. * 

So do we. 

We have compromised long enough 
with what is decent and right. Only a 
strict law strictly enforced will prevent 
the marital statute abuses which have 
been rampant in the border counties of 
Georgia.

Fill Great Need-Here

The hospital thus becomes a pioneer 
in activation of. facilities of the kind 
which this area has needed for many 


Another encouraging development 
along the same line was the announce- 


ment by the Fulton-DeKalb Hospital Au- 
tions with the State Health Department 


for operating an 18-bed psychiatric ward 


at Grady Hospital. The matter has been 
hanging fire much too long and now 
should be settled once and: for all. 

Still another important proposal in 
the same field was Gov. Vandiver’s re- 
quest for immediate authorization for an 
intensive treatment hospital. in the At- 
lanta area. Most ambitious of. all ‘three 
projects, the facility would be construct- 
ed at a cost of $2,750,000. It would have 
100 beds at the outset and plans call for 
expansion later which would double the 
number of beds. 

The three installations not only will 
help fill a dire need in the most populous 
area of Georgia but also will be of aid 
in relieving overcrowded conditions at the 
understaffed Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital. 

Diagnosing mental disorders in time 
and employing intensive treatment meth- 
ods will result in many patients being 
cured in a minimum of time rather than 
becoming lifelong wards of the state.

Mounting Traffic Toll 
Justifies Stiffer Laws 


Georgia has just completed another 
wekend of slaughter on the highways. 

This further points up the necessity of 
adding 50 troopers to the State Patrol 
staff, as recommended by Gov. Vandi- 
ver to the General Assembly. 

It also lends weight to legislation pro- 
posed by Col. William Trotter, head of 
the patrol, and by individual members of 
the General Assembly. 

Under consideration are provisions 
whereby periodic examinations would be 
held to determine the fitness of drivers; 
stiffer penalties for driving without a 
license; establishing a minimum. highway 
speed; reenactment of the criminal statute 
on reckless driving; tighter regulation of 
the use of mufflers and the granting of 
permission for operation of unmarked pa- 
trol cars. 

The latter of the group is deemed the 
most controversial. Arguments against it 
are that tourists won’t like it and that it 
would be subject to abuse because of the 
possibility that unauthorized personnel 
might pose as troopers in order to pull 
shakedowns. 

But if properly administered there 
should be no grounds for fear on the part 
of any concerned except those who are 
guilty of violating traffic laws and de- 
serve to be caught. Troopers will be re- 
quired to wear uniforms. They will carry 


‘ credentials. As a further safeguard, it 


would be well for stipulations to be made 
that such cars bear a small, official in- 
signia on the right hand side. 

The plan is workable and should be 
put into effect along with other legisla- 
tion to reduce the highway toll. A hard- 
hitting program in behalf of highway 
safety is a pressing need in Georgia and 
effective steps to activate same could well 
be one of the greatest accomplishments of 
the state administration. .

Christian Index Pleads 


For Sanity on Schools 


The State Department of Education 
and the Christian Index, official publica- 
tion of the Georgia Baptist Convention, 
have combined to assist in informing the 
public about the state’s school problem. 


Dr. Claude Purcell, state. superintend- 
ent, informs us there are 29,000 more 
children in daily attendance in the public 
schools of Georgia this vear than last. 
There will be substantial increases, prob- 
ably above this figure, in the years ahead. 


“The cost of education to the state has 
almost doubled since 1949,” he said, ‘‘and 
Georgia now has a quarter of a million 
children to educate.” 

The hate rallies which abuse and slan- 
der never make mention of this as they 
encourage defiance of law and the orders 
of federal courts. The political leaders to 
whom votes mean more than the children 
of Georgia never use the figures of their 
own state superintendent. No jumped-up 
system of so-called private schools, 
housed in old residences, lacking equip- 
ment and accreditation acceptable to col- 
leges, can do the job. 

That is why the Christian Index is so 
right when it says editorially that loss 
of the public school’ system, which loss is 
inevitable without compromise, would be 
second only to closing the churches... 
the greatest disaster to Georgia since 
Sherman’s armies burned their way to the. 
coast. 

“The extremists have had the platform 
for these half-dozen years. Their words 
have thrilled their followers in county 
after county and in one state after an- 
other. Defiance is their right, within the 
law, but it is our right to plead for san- 
ity,” the editorial said. 

This is accurate. The extremists have 
ranted and distorted truth. If the schools 
close, they can’t open them. Nor can they 
teach.

This is in line with Southern 
thought which was inspired in 
1789, when Thomas Jefferson in- 
troduced the notion that public 
schools were just about the first 
business of a government. But 
the notion has been jarred sharply 
in late years. 

Thousands of men and women 
have proclaimed a sentiment that 
they would rather close the public 
schools than witness the trickle of 
Negro students among Caucasian 
girls and boys. 

Indéed, the proclamations have 
been so thunderous at times that 
one might wonder if this is not 
the prevailing sentiment down 
South, 

Perhaps it is in some states but 
not apparently in Florida. 

You can be sure that the mayor, 
the two state senators and the for- 
mer judge have tested the waters 


of public opinion on this issue. 
Their rather direct endorsement 
of keeping the schools open is, in 
part, a record of what they found 
in the waters. 

Certainly this is the wisest path 
for the people to walk. The trail 
taken up by the people in Arkan- 
sas Was dead-end and at the end 
of that trail mothers and fathers 
started demanding that their 
schools be reopened so the chil- 
dren could get back to learning 


This was the experience in Vir- 


ginia. 

Probably not, one of the four 
gentlemen is what you could de- 
scribe honestly as an integration- 
ist. But they have examined the 
days and events in Arkansas and 
Virginia, tested this against the 
opinions in Florida and now they 
have taken a stand to keep the 
schools open. 

Their stand is easier to make 
in this state because Gov. Collins 
pioneered the posture some time 
ago. 

The people were not so sure 
then. Integration, even in token 
doses, was bitter. Gov. Collins 
was intelligent enough, however, 
not to imitate the ways of other 
Southern governors and hide from 
the - issue. He saw the con- 
sequences of a padlock on the 
schoolhouse door. 

Apparently these four gentle- 
men see it, too.

Atlanta and Cobb County author- 
ities hinted the case probably 
would be ready for presentation 
before the Cobb County grand 
jury within 10 days. 


Detectives Sanford Smith and B. 
J. Stecher said the single-shot, 
derringer-type pistol was in the 
hands of one suspect during mid- 
February of 1958, less than a 
month after the bodies of Dr. Ben- 
jamin Camp and his wife were 
found in the burned-out home. 


Cobb Sheriff Kermit Sanders 
and deputy Harold Griggs also 
said they had located a radio 
which may be a clue and which 
was in the hands of the same 
person who had the gun immedi- 
ately after the Camp slayings. 


Officers said the case now in- 
volves three and possibly four 
men, three of them in prison and 
one with a burglary charge pend- 
ing, and two women. 


One of those questioned was | 
identified as Robert Lamineck, 50, 
holder of a long prison record, 
whose parole was revoked in No- 
vember on a life sentence and 
others involving 29 years. 


Lamineck last weekend was 
brought on a court order from 
Tattnall prison at Reidsville to the 
Cobb County jail.

Merit System Bill Delayed 


By GENE BRITTON 


Gov. Vandiver’s economy and reorganization bills 
began passing each other in the State Capitol corridors 
Monday as both House and Senate whipped them out 


with speedy and unanimous 


The Senate approved and sent 
to the House four bills—including 
one to permit the state to write 
its own insurance. On the other 
side of the Capitol, the House 
hastily stamped its approval on 
eight administration measures 
and sent them on their way to 
the Senate. 


House Floor Leader Frank 
Twitty of Mitchell County got 
quick approval for a set of three 
bills which remove limitations on 
interest rates from.bond sales by 
the State Hospital Authority, the 
State School Building Authority 
and the State Office Building 
Authority. 


CONSTRUCTION SOUGHT 


The hospital authority bill is 
aimed at clearing the way for 
physical improvements at Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital. The gov- 
ernor wanted the school building 
authority bill to permit the build- 
ing of more classrooms, and the 
office building authority measure 
was designed to authorize con- 
struction of a new state archives 
building. 


The House also passed bills pro- 
viding for the expansion of the 
Budget Bureau, mandatory phys- 
ical examinations for applicants 
for state jobs, permanent license 
plates for state-owned vehicles, 
destruction of obsolete state rec- 
ords and creation of a new state 
office—that of Adviser of Insti- 
tutional Farms. 


SENATE DELAYS ONE 


Senate Floor Leader Robert 
Culpepper at the same time was 
winning rapid passage for a bun- 
dle of four Vandiver-labeled bills 
in the upper chamber. The Ca- 
milla senator, however, delayed 
action on one administration bill 


which has been criticized for its | 


wording. 


Culpepper got unanimous Senate | 
consent to postpone until Tuesday 
deliberation on a measure aimed 
at strengthening the state merit 
system. State Auditor B. E. 
Thrasher Jr. last week said the 
bill went further than its authors 
intended it to and because of its 
wording would have the effect of 
bringing several constitutional 
officers as well as county-level 
officials, under the merit system.

Committee approval of the bills 
came only after some committee 
members raised objections to 
some of their provisions. But the 
committee passed without amend- 
ment bills to strengthen qualifi- 
cations for county school superin- 
tendents, to regulate the election 
of superintendents for unexpired 
teams and to govern the hiring 
of school personnel by school 
boards. 


On the question of superintend- 
ends’ qualifications, Sens. John 
Greer of Lakeland, and Robert J. 
Marshburn of Homer, expressed 
concern over the possibility that 
some smaller counties might not 
be able to find potential candi- 
dates for county school superin- 
tendent who possess the higher 
qualifications.

Curb on Ads 


Introduced 


A bill which would prevent state 
restrictions on advertising was 
introduced in the Georgia House 
of Representatives Monday. 


Although it makes no specific 
reference to him, the bill is ap- 
parently aimed at ending Compt. 
Gen. Zack D. Cravey’s power to 
regulate advertising by small loan 
companies. 


Introduced by Fulton County 
Rep. Wilson Brooks, the bill 
would provide that no state of- 
ficial or agency, may “‘pass any 
order or promulgate any rule or 
regulation or perform any act of 
any kind which will limit or re- 
strict the right to advertise.” 


It also provides that any such 
regulations now in effect would 
be “null and void’’ upon approval 
of the legislation. 


Presumably, the bill would also 
prevent the recurrence of adver- 
tising restrictions similar to those 
imposed by former Revenue Com- 
missioner T. V. Williams in 1958. 
Williams ruled out liquor adver- 
tising in Atlanta, Savannah and 
Macon daily newspapers.

“Unless the governor and the 
legislature change the laws of 
Georgia, it is inevitable that they 
will close. And when they close in 
Atlanta, it is axiomatic that they 
will close the next year in prac- 
tically every city and every coun- 
ty in the entire state.” 


Fear that Arnall would be 
elected if the schools were closed 
were voiced over the weekend in a 
letter to segregationist Roy Harris 
from James G. Peters, a patriarch 
of the Talmadge political faction. 


Arnall said he did not want to 
comment on a “personal letter.”’ 


“OPEN PLATFORM” 

The former governor said he 
would run on a platform of ‘‘Keep 
the Schools Open’’ and “‘Open the 
Schools’”’ if they are closed.

Tumbling | 
Toddlers 
Seldom Hurt 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 

Dear Dr. Molner: I am the 
mother of a climbing toddler, 
and am concerned about head 
bumps. Just how does a child 
react if there is any danger of 
concussion or other serious in- 
jury? 

What areas of the head are 
most vulnerable if struck, and 
what treatment should be ad- 
ministered until you can get 
your doctor?—Mrs. B. 


Probably most mothers worry 
about this. 


However, when a toddler is old 
enough to climb, he is also old 
enough to have some of the sur- 
prising ruggedness of childhood. 
A child is a tough little critter. 
For that, let Heaven be praised. 


He'll survive the bumps of fall- 
ing down, or even falling off the 
sort of things he can climb. A 
concussion requires the kind of 
slam which bangs the brain tis- 
sues against the skull. The weight 
of the body falling isn’t going to do 
it. 


For another thing, the climbing 
toddler will fall in a relaxed, 
tumbling sort of way. He'll bump 
elbows and knees. He'll occasion-

Escapee Gets Stuck . 
In Hole in Cell Wall 


LITTLE FALLS, Minn. —A 
county jail breakout attempt 
failed early Monday when a pris- 
oner got stuck trying to squeeze 
through a small opening in a 
wall. 

Daniel Bajula, 25, Brainerd 
Minn., held on a robbery charge 
stripped to his shorts about 2:30 
a.m., smeared his body with 
hair cream and then tried to 
slip through a 6inch x 2-foot 
opening through which inmates 
are served meals. 


Bajula worked through to his 
hips, then stalled. He couldn't 
get back because his chest had 
expanded. He struggled for al- 
most two hours before deciding 
to yell for the jailer. 


ally whack his head as he lands. 
But he will rarely if ever land 
full force on his head. A bump on 
the head is one thing; landing 
with the full force of the fall on 
his head alone is quite another. 


I would be more concerned over 
injury to the neck than to the 
head. I'd be more concerned over 
his scrapes, scratches and bruises 
than any damage to his head. In 
a small child, the top of the head, 
until the “‘soft spot’’ hardens, is 
the most vulnerable point—but it 
is hard to see how a tumbling 
child could land on that spot. 
When he is old enough to do any 
serious climbing, the skull is har- 
dening, and he is active enough 
to break his fall. He may “hurt 
himself,” but the bumps teach 
him the facts of life and climbing. 


Should there be a true concus- 
sion, or anything comparable, be- 
cause of an automobile accident 
or some similarly savage blow, 
then there’s nothing you can do 
until the doctor gets there except 
keep the child quiet. So just don’t 
worry about the tumbles.

LOS ANGELES (®—A child 
hood friend of Carole Tregoff 
testified in the Finch murder 
trial Monday that the pretty ex- 
model asked for an introduction 
“to someone involved in crim- 
inal activity in Las Vegas.”’ 


When such a meeting with an 
other man was arranged, said 
witness Donald S. Williams, she 
queried the man deeply about 
“‘whether he was a murderer or 
a thief or just what kind of 
criminal activities he was in 
volved in.” 


The prosecution contends that 
Miss Tregoff tried to hire a hood- 
lum to kill her lover’s wife, Bar- 
bara Jean Finch. Miss Tregoff, 
23, is on trial with Dr. R. Ber- 
nard Finch, 42-year-old West 
Covina surgeon, on murder and 
conspiracy charges. Mrs. Finch 
was shot to death last July 18. 


RAISED IN HIS HOME 


The state’s star witness was a 
sleek-haired young law student 
from the southern branch of the 
University of Nevada, who spoke 
falteringly about Miss Tregoff 
who was raised in his family’s 
home. 


Actor Mark Stevens had been 
scheduled to testify for the prose- 
cution Monday and his name was 
called several times in the court- 
room. He failed to appear, and his 
absence was unexplained. 


Meanwhile the Mirror News 
quoted Stevens, a detective on 
television, as saying he had of- 
fered Mrs. Finch a revolver short- 
ly before she was slain. 


SHOCKED BY STORY 

Stevens, often a doubles partner 
of Mrs. Finch at the Los Angeles 
Tennis Club, said: 

“IT was so shocked at what she 
told me about her husband’s at- 
tacks that I felt she should have 
some protection. When she refused 
to take the gun, I got a jack- 
handle out of the car and made 
her take it. I told her to wallop 
him with it.” 

The prosecution introduced tes- 
timony that Finch and Miss Treg- 
off shared apartments over a two- 
year period. 

DEFENDANTS IDENTIFIED 


Two apartment house managers 
in nearby Monterey Park and one 
from Las Vegas identified the de- 
fendants as having rented apart- 
ments. 


Mrs. Gere Snyder, landlady of 
the Fanvilla Apartments in Las 
Vegas, told the jury that Dr. 
Finch rented a place for a woman 
he called his ‘‘fiancee’’ on July 8. 


Mrs. Irma Kelpein, a plump 
woman with gray hair, testified 
of renting a Monterey apartment 
to a Mr. and Mrs. George Evans 
of Santa Barbara on April 15, 
1957. She identified the pair as 
the defendants.

TV Is Too Prying, 
Singer Says Here

Television has invaded the privacy of woman- 
hood to such an extent that a veteran performer finds 


it “just a little sickening.” 

“I’m getting tired of watch- 
ing women taking baths, shav- 
ing their legs, trying on girdles 
and the like,”” observed singer 
Frank Parker. ‘Television is 
taking away practically all of 
woman’s secrets.”

One reason we eat so much 
fresh celery is that it’s available 
every day in the year and al- 
most always an excellent buy. 
Right now, Florida, California 
and Arizona are shipping celery. 


There are two distinct types of 
celery—yellow, once the most 
popular, of which Golden Self-

or winter celery now most often 
seen in the market, represented 
by Giant Pascal and related 
varieties.

Beware 
Of False 
Appetite!

There is a popular controver- 
sy as to whether or not one 
can enlarge the stomach by the 
practice of overeating and 
shrink it by persistently curb- 
ing the appetite. That is our 
subject for today. 


Did you toss calorie caution to 
the wind and overeat during 
the holiday season? Here's 
the test question: Are you un- 
deniably hungrier now than you 
were before you indulged in the 
pastime of eating to your heart’s 
content? If so, draw your own 
conclusions. 


FAIRLY ELASTIC 


The stomach: is a muscular 
organ which is fairly elastic — 
roughly comparable to a bal- 
loon. When considerable food is 
consumed, the stomach is forced 
to expand. Continual overeating 
keeps the stomach distended 
and the appetite enlarged. 


Dr. Norman Jolliffe has a 
special name for our appetite 
regulating mechanism. He calls 
it the appestat. The appestat 
works this way: With a nor- 
mal appetite, you automatically 
regulate calorie intake to fit 
your needs. 


For example, if you overeat 
at a special dinner, the next 
day your appetite is less keen 
and you cut down. But when 
you practice overeating — and 
take that piece of pie even 
though you are no longer truly 
hungry, that is catering to false 
appetite. This practice is not 
only fattening, but it upsets na- 
ture’s appetite regulating plan. 


To reverse the process, you 
have to get the appetite back 
under control. Take heart. Four 
or five days of discipline on 
your part will work wonders. 
That’s one big advantage of 
dieting. On smaller meals, the 
stomach contracts. The feeling 
of having had enough to eat is 
believed to be caused by the 
tension exerted from within — 
on the circular muscular fibers 
of the stomach. It is then that 
nature gives the satiety signal. 
UNDER CONTROL 

Deliberately snub your appe- 
tite up short and you will soon 
have your appetite regulating 
mechanism under control. It 
helps to know too that even 
though you feel a bit hungry 
immediately after a meal, a 
short time later you. will feel 
satisfied. 


Successful dieters report a 
dramatic change in their food 
capacity. They all describe the 
empty feeling experienced at the 
start of a diet. But after a few 
days or, in extreme overweight, 
a few weeks, these same diet- 
ers begin to feel content on their 
smaller meals. Later they won- 
der how they were able to eat 
the amount of food they former- 
ly felt they needed*to appease 
hunger. 

The practice of getting. up 
from the table just short of that 
full feeling is the only way to 
shrink your appetite back down 
to size,

Proper defense against a 
squeeze play is. easily the most 
difficult of defensive maneuvers. 
Observe East’s. technique in 
today’s hand taken from a recent 
tournament. Despite the lack of 
visibility, he maneuvered a per- 
fect instrument landing. 


The bidding is given as it took 
place at most tables and the final 
contract of four spades is, of 
course, a laydown. The problem 
is to make an extra trick if 
possible. 


West invariably opened the ten 
of diamonds and East quickly 
cashed two tricks in the suit. At 
one of the tables where this hand 
was played, East shifted to a 
heart and declarer fulfilled his 
contract by running off all his 
trumps. West, in order to hold 
protection in clubs, elected to dis- 
card a heart and declarer now 
picked up the balance of the 
tricks by dropping the queen- 
jack of that suit. The result 
would have been the same if 
West had kept his hearts guard- 
ed, for then he would have been 
obliged to let go clubs and dum- 
my would have become good. 


At the table which now en- 
gages our attention, East in- 
dulged in a little counting before 
leading to Trick 3. The bidding 
marks South with a six card 
spade suit and he has presum- 
ably only four hearts; he has 
already followed to two diamonds 
which leaves him but a single 
club. Since West is the only de- 
fender that can stop both hearts 
and clubs, East realized that his 
partner would be caught in the 
vises' of a squeeze if he were 
compelled. to guard. both suits. 
The way to prevent such action 
was to disconnect dummy from

Rube Is No Rube 


When Rube Walker and Clyde King were wearing 
Brooklyn uniforms, they frequently conducted baseball 
seminars on the bench and in the bullpen. They studied 
rival hitters and pitchers, exchanged ideas and dis- 
cussed baseball in a serious vein for countless hours. 


Both intended to become managers. Ironically, they eventually 
wound up as pilots at Ponce de Leon Park, a managerial reserva- 
tion for at oe a + bag Dodgers. King produced a Cracker 

: wee pennant in 1956. Walker hopes to pro- 
mote a flag next season. 


“King and I used to talk baseball 
all the time,”’ Walker recalled Monday 
curing a “‘meet the press, radio and 
TV session’ at the Georgian Terrace 
“Clyde was quite a student of the 


game. 1 can understand why he 
turned out to be a fine manager.” 
King, talking via long distance 


from Goldsboro, N.C., later in the 
day, repaid the compliment. 


“T think Los Angeles made a 
fine choice in selecting Walker as 
the new Cracker manager,” the 
ex-Cracker manager said. ‘‘He’s a 
serious-minded baseball man. When 
we were in Brooklyn, he was al- 
ways thinking. Pitchers liked to 
pitch to him. He didn’t sit out in

the bullpen and snooze. He was always trying to learn some- 
thing new. 


“By the way,” “did he tell about that 


pitch?” 

Walker had indeed discussed that pitch. He was behind the 
plate when Ralph Branca served up the most famous serve in 
baseball history. It was the pitch which rocked the baseball world 
in general and the Dodgers in particular; the pitch which Bobby 
Thomson deposited in the left-field stands in the Polo Grounds to 
crown the New York Giants the N.L. champs of 1951. 


—The Day That Thomson Hit THE Homer 


Leo Durocher’s Giants had won 37 of 44 games in a sensational 
stretch drive to nail the Dodgers at the wire and force a play-off. 
The Giants won the first game in the showdown set; the Dodgers 
breezed 10-0 in the second with Walker catching the shutout for 
Clem Labine. 


King inquired, you 


Roy Campanella was nursing a lame leg, so Walker was again 
behind the plate on that pressure-packed afternoon of Oct. 3. Don 
Newcombe was mowing dewn the Giants and buzzed into the last 
half of the ninth with a 4-1 lead when the famous rally started. 
One run was in and runners were on third and second with one 
down when Branca was summoned, 


“T’ll guarantee you I won’t ever forget that game,” Walker 
said after a man brought up the topic. ““‘When Branca came in 
we had a long conference and his first pitch was a called 
strike. The score was 4-2, so we were worried about the tying 
run at second. I went out to talk with Ralph again after the 
strike. We decided to brush Thomson back with a fast ball. 
Branca came in with the fast ball inside, but Thomson belted 
it into the left-field stands. 


“It was bad enough losing the pennant,”’ Walker continued, “‘but 
we almost got killed too. You've never seen such a scene. Fans 
stormed on the field, and I remember getting knocked flat. They 
stepped right over and on me getting to the Giant players.” 


During his ll-year career in the majors, Walker was considered 
one of the finest receivers in the game. On the base paths, however, 
he was Ty Cobb in reverse. In fact, he stole only three bases in 11 
seasons, and he sheepishly admits that the thefts were committed 
against Pittsburgh after the Dodgers had nailed down a pennant. 


—He Lost the Slow Man’s Derby 


Dodger roommate Peewee Reese summed up Walker's fame as 
a base runner when he said, “Rube is a deceiving runner. He’s 
slower than he looks.” 


Oddly enough, Walker was.a tailback on his Lenoir, N.C., high 
school football team, but he could never convince Reese that he 
played in the backfield. 


Walker goes along with the jokes about his running ability, 
mainly because they're so. He recalled a race in St. Louis. 


“Del Rice of the Cardinals was even slower than me,”’ Rube 
recalled, ‘‘so we got up a race one day before a game. Walter 
Alston was at the starting line, and Eddie Stanky was the finish 
judge. I won, but they gave it to Rice. 


“Practically all the players had bets on the race except 
Rice and me. At any rate, the story was in the papers, and 
the commissioner didn’t approve. He wired that Rice and I 
might be suspended, so I went to Alston. He said he didn’t 
get a wire; he got a phone call from the commissioner. 


‘“‘Well,-I told the commissioner that Hodges, Musial, Reese, 
Snider, Stanky, Alston and the other fellows were fellows doing the 
betting.

J. V. Johnson, who is a top 
chemical engineer for the Coca- 
Cola Co., says that he is in- 
clined to agree with that gem Charles Elitett 
of wisdom. Jimmy saves his vacation time un- 
til hunting season rolls around, and along about 
December each year pays a visit to some of his 
favorite gunning territory in northwest Florida. 


In this corner of the Sunshine State, which 
offers a choice of just about any kind of hunt- 
ing that a fellow would like to do, Jimmy admits 
that the bird which intrigues him most is the 
big Canadian honker. He is emphatic too in his 
belief that Providence sometimes goes out of 
its way to give special protection to this monarch 
of the waterfowl clan. 


As you know, large numbers of Canada geese 
winter on the St. Marks Refuge, which sprawls 
over 65,000 acres of marsh and hammock below 
Tallahassee. This is the southernmost concentra- 
tion of the big birds, and scattered flocks range 
all along this part of the coast, often flying inland 
to feed in the privately owned grain fields. Many 
geese are killed in these heids during regular 
season. 


Jimmy accepted an invitation to hunt one of 
the private areas, and the story he told me is so 
typical of similar experiences I’ve had with the

honkers that I enjoyed it almost as much as if 
it had been one of my own. 


Just before daylight he parked his car on a 
lonely woods road and walked to the field alone, 
arriving there just on the shooting hour. This 
particular cultivated layout had been a real hot 
spot, It lay just under a regular flight iane used 
by the geese, the birds going to other fields 
passed directly over it. 


Jimmy arrived at the edge of the opening and 
decided to cross it to the other side. Being a 
careful hunter, he unloaded his gun and slid it 
through the fence he had to climb to get into the 
field. 


Just as he reached the top of the fence, with 


one leg on each side, he heard a gander honk. 


When he looked up the flock was directly over 
him and so low that he swears he was lovking 
directly into their shoe-button eyes. 


‘ Hurriedly he jumped off the wire and re- 
trieved. his gun. In the distance another low 
flock was flying directly toward him, 
backed close against the wire and waited. He 
was ready this time, but before the feathered 
wedge reached the lower rim of the field a schowol 
bus, loaded with kids, rattled along the country 
road on the far side of the clearing and bumped 
to a halt. 


“T couldn’t see what was happening,” he said. 
“The bus must have had a flat tire or something. 
Anyway, all the kids piled out and started whoop- 
ing and running around the bus. That early in 
the morning, too.”’ 


The flock of honkers climbed the aerial stair- 
way and went over so high that he couldn’t have 
reached them with a mortar shell. And the bus 
remained in that one spot until the morning 
flight was over. 


“The best spot in Florida,”” he said. “and I 
didn’t even get a shot at a goose.”’ 
We agreed that Providence has more than one 


way of manifesting its kindness to the birds.

WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent Eisenhower recommended in 
his budget that Congress set aside 
$45,778,000 for flood control, navi- 
gation and reclamation projects in 
Georgia.
